TECHNICAL ARRANGEMENTS FOR HELLENIKON AIR BASE 

PREAMBLE 

THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA AND 
THE GOVERNMENT OF THE HELLENIC REPUBLIC, IN IMPLEMENTA- 
TION OF THE AGREEMENT BETWEEN THEM CONCERNING DEFENSE 
COOPERATION (HEREINAFTER REFERRED TO AS DEFENSE 
COOPERATION AGREEMENT), AGREE UPON THE FOLLOWING 
SUPPLEMENTARY TECHNICAL ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE USE OF 
THE HELLENIC AIR BASE AT HELLENIKON BY UNITED STATES 
FORCES. 


ARTICLE I 

1 . UNITED STATES FORCES AT HELLENIKON AIR BASE 
ARE AUTHORIZED TO PARTICIPATE IN COMMON DEFENSE 
MEASURES THROUGH THE USE OF THE MILITARY AND SUPPORT- 
ING FACILITIES SET FORTH IN ANNEXES A AND B TO THIS 
APPENDIX AND TO CARRY OUT THE FOLLOWING ACTIVITIES: 

A. STRATEGIC AIRLIFT 

B. RECONNAISSANCE 

C. COMMUNICATIONS 

D. ADMINISTRATIVE AND LOGISTICAL SUPPORT 

2. THE PURPOSE, MISSION, LOCATION, FACILITY PLAN, 
AUTHORIZED PERSONNEL STRENGTH, MAJOR ITEMS OF EQUIP- 
MENT AND IOINT USE ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE MILITARY AND 
SUPPORTING FACILITIES AT HELLENIKON AIR BASE ARE SET 
FORTH IN ANNEXES A AND B TO THIS APPENDIX. 

ARTICLE II 
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1 . FOR THE PURPOSES OF THIS APPENDIX, THE HELLENIC 
AUTHORITIES ARE REPRESENTED BY THE 129TH COMBAT AND 
SUPPORT WING COMMANDER (HEREINAFTER REFERRED TO AS 
INSTALLATION COMMANDER). THE UNITED STATES FORCES 
ARE REPRESENTED BY THE COMMANDER, 7206TH AIR BASE 
GROUP (HEREINAFTER REFERRED TO AS UNITED STATES SENIOR 
OFFICER). 
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2. THE DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE INSTALLA- 
TION COMMANDER AND THE UNITED STATES SENIOR OFFICER 
ARE SET FORTH IN APPENDIX I TO THE DEFENSE COOPERATION 
AGREEMENT. 

3. THE INSTALLATION COMMANDER AND THE UNITED STATES 
SENIOR OFFICER, IN THE EXERCISE OF THEIR RESPONSIBILITIES, 
SHALL CONSULT AND COOPERATE IN MATTERS PERTAINING TO 
THE GENERAL FRAMEOWRK OF THE INSTALLATION ACTIVITIES. 

ARTICLE III 

1 . GREEK IMMIGRATION, CUSTOMS AND CURRENCY CONTROL 
PROCEDURES WILL BE CARRIED OUT AT THE AIR TERMINAL 
FACILITIES AT HELLENIKON AIR BASE BY GREEK CIVIL 
AUTHORITIES IN ACCORDANCE WITH RELEVANT GREEK NATIONAL 
LAWS AND APPENDIX II TO THE DEFENSE COOPERATION AGREE- 
MENT. IN ACCORDANCE WITH ARTICLE VIH OF APPENDIX I, 
REPRESENTATIVES OF THE INSTALLATION COMMANDER MAY BE 
PRESENT IN THE TERMINAL FACILITIES DURING THESE 
PROCEDURES. 

2. THE ABOVE-MENTIONED AIR TERMINAL FACILITIES 
SHALL BE USED IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE PROVISIONS OF 
ARTICLE IX OF APPENDIX I TO THE DEFENSE COOPERATION 
AGREEMENT. 


ARTICLE IV 

1 . BEGIN BRACKET A- IN ACCOMPLISING THE MISSION OF UNITED STATES 
ELEMENTS AT HELLENIKON AIR BASE, UNITED STATES FORCES ARE AUTHORIZED 
TO USE HELLENIKON AIRPORT AS A POINT OF ENTRY AND DEPARTURE 

FOR AIRCRAFT OPERATED BY OR EXCLUSIVELY FOR UNITED STATES 
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AUTHORITIES. END BRACKET 

2. BEGIN BRACKET A - AIRCRAFT OPERATED BY OR FOR 
UNITED STATES AUTHORITIES INTENDING TO LAND OR 

TAKE OFF FROM HELLENIKON AIRPORT ARE AUTHORIZED MOVE- 
MENT IN GREEK AIRSPACE PROVIDING AN ICAO FLIGHT PLAN 
HAS BEEN FILED IN ADVANCE AND THE FLIGHT IS CONDUCTED 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH ICAO REGULATIONS, SUPPLEMENTARY AIR 
TRAFFIC CONTROL PROCEDURES APPLICABLE TO ALL AIRCRAFT. 

AND ANY TECHNICAL ARRANGEMENTS WHICH MAY BE AGREED 
UPON BY APPROPRIATE AUTHORITIES OF THE TWO GOVERN- 
MENTS. END BRACKET 

ARTICLE V 
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ARMS AND AMMUNITION OF THE UNITED STATES FORCES 
MAY BE STORED IN THE QUANTITIES DELINEATEED IN ANNEX A 
TO THIS APPENDIX. ANY INCREASE IN THE QUANTITIES OF 
ARMS AND AMMUNITION TO BE STORED AT HELLENIKON AIR 
BASE THAT WOULD EXCEED THE LEVELS SHOWN IN ANNEX A 
SHALL BE SUBJECT TO THE APPROVAL OF THE INSTALLATION 
COMMANDER. REQUESTS FOR SUCH INCREASES SHALL BE 
SUBMITTED NOT LESS THAN 48 HOURS IN ADVANCE.

ARTICLE VI 

1 . PURSUANT TO ARTICLES I AND III OF APPENDIX I 
TO THE DEFENSE COOPERATION AGREEMENT, AN OVERALL 
HELLENIKON SECURITY PLAN WILL BE DEVELOPED BY THE 
INSTALLATION COMMANDER. PARTS OF THE PLAN WHICH AFFECT 
THE UNITED STATES ELEMENT SHALL BE COORDINATED WITH 
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THE UNITED STATES SENIOR OFFICER. PURSUANT TO 
ARTICLES II AND III OF APPENDIX I TO THE DEFENSE 
COOPERATION AGREEMENT, A SECURITY PLAN FOR THE PRE- 
MISES UTILIZED BY THE UNITED STATES ELEMENT WILL BE 
DEVELOPED BY THE UNITED STATES SENIOR OFFICER AND 
PROVIDED TO THE INSTALLATION COMMANDER FOR ATTACHMENT 
TO THE OVERALL HELLENIKON SECURITY PLAN. 
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2. BEGIN BRACKET C - WITH THE EXCEPTION OF THE 
GATES OR ANY OTHER EXTERANL SECURITY POSTS SPECIFIED 
IN THE OVERALL SECURITY PALN TO BE MANNED EXCLUSIVELY 
BY GREEK MILITARY PERSONNEL. THE EXTERNAL SECURITY 
REQUIREMENTS DIRECTLY RELATED TO THE MILITARY AND 
SUPPORTING FACILITIES SET FORTH IN ANNEXES A AND B 

TO THIS APPENDIX SHALL BE THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE 
U.S. SENIOR OFFICER. THESE REQUIREMENTS SHALL BE 
DEVELOPED MUTUALLY BY THE INSTALLATION COMMANDER AND 
THE UNITED STATES SENIOR OFFICER. END BRACKET 

3. BEGIN BRACKET C - SUBJECT TO THE PROVISIONS OF 
ARTICLE II AND APPENDIX I OF THE DEFENSE COOPERA- 
TION AGREEMENT REGARDING THE INTERNAL SECURITY OF THE 
PREMISES EXCLUSIVELY USED BY THE UNITED STATES FORCES, 

IN CASE OF EMERGENCY OR UNDER SPECIAL CIRCUMSTANCES, 

AS FORESEEN IN THE OVERALL SECURITY PLAN, THE 
INSTALLATION COMMANDER MAY ASSUME THE RESPONSIBILITY 
TO COVER THE GUARDING REQUIREMENTS FOR THE EXTERNAL 
SECURITY OF THE WHOLE INSTALLATION, UTILIZING GREEK 
MILITARY PERSONNEL. END BRACKET 

4. BEGIN BRACKET C - A VISITOR RECEPTION FACILITY 
MAY BE ESTABLISHED IN THE PROXIMITY OF THE MAIN GATE 
BY THE INSTALLATION COMMANDER. THE UNITED STATES 
SENIOR OFFICER SHALL PROVIDE ENGLISH SPEAKING GREEK 
CIVILIAN PERSONNEL IN THE EMPLOY OF THE UNITED STATES 
FORCES TO ASSIST IN CARRYING OUT THE FUNCTIONS OF THIS 
FACILITY. END BRACKET 

ARTICLE VII 

1 . REQUESTS FOR PERMANENT ALLOCATIONS OF FRE- 
QUENCIES FOR THE UNITED STATES FORCES SHALL BE 
COORDINATED WITH THE ALLIED RADIO FREQUENCY AGENCY 
PRIOR TO BEING SUBMITTED TO THE APPROPRIATE HELLENIC 
AUTHORITIES FOR APPROVAL. REQUESTS FOR TEMPORARY 
FREQUENCY ALLOCATIONS MAY BE SUBMITTED DIRECTLY TO 
THE APPROPRIATE HELLENIC AUTHORITIES. 
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2. BEGIN BRACKET C- THE INSTALLATION COMMANDER AND THE UNITED 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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STATES SENIOR OFFICER SHALL TAKE APPROPRIATE ACTION TO ENSURE 
THAT UNITED STATES FORCES COMMUNICATIONS SYSTEMS AND 
HELLENIC MILITARY COMMUNICATIONS SYSTEMS CAUSE NO 
INTERFERENCE TO EITHER HELLENIC OR UNITED STATES 
TELECOMMUNICATIONS SYSTMES. SHOULD THE AFOREMENTIONED 
ACTION FAIL TO ELIMINATE SUCH INTERFERENCE, THE 
COMPETENT GREEK AUTHORITIES MAY REQUEST THE APPRO- 
PRIATE UNITED STATES MILITARY AUTHORITIES BRIEFLY TO 
DISCONTINUE TRANSMISSION AT A TIME AND FOR AN INTERVAL 
MUTUALLY DEEMED FEASIBLE TO FACILITATE THE EFFORT TO 
IDENTIFY THE SOURCE OF INTERFERENCE. END BRACKET 

ARTICLE VIII 

QUESTIONS WHICH MAY ARISE REGARDING THE INTERPRE- 
TATION OF IMPLEMENTATION OF THIS APPENDIX REQUIRING 
RESOLUTION AT A LEVEL ABOVE THAT OF THE INSTALLATION 
COMMANDER AND THE UNITED STATES SENIOR OFFICER SHALL 
BE REFERRED TO A REPRESENTATIVE OF THE HELLENIC ARMED 
FORCES AND THE UNITED STATES DEFENSE REPRESENTATIVE 
IN GREECE FOR THEIR JOINT CONSIDERATION.
